Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  County  Borough  for  the  year  1 94-3 * Owing 
to  the  continuance  of  the  'War,  instructions  with  regard  to  the  suppression 
of  population  figures  are  still  operative  and  the  Report  appears  again  in 
modified  form. 

I have  to  record  a continuance  of  war-time  difficulties  - a largely 
temporary  staff,  improvisation  of  premises  and  transport  and  increase  of  work 

Dr.  Janet  Herriot  left  for  military  service  in  December  1942.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  part-time  services  of  Dr.  Gwendoline  Madel  were  obtained 
for  three  sessions  a week.  Dr.  Madel  commenced  duties  on  the  15th  November. 

Mr.  J.L.T.  Davies,  Assistant  Dental  Surgeon,  left  on  the  30th  November, 
1943,  to  take  up  duties  with  the  Radnor  and  Montgomeryshire  Authorities. 

The  health  of  the  community  continued  to  remain  at  an  apparently  high  level 
and  no  serious  epidemic  occurred.  Influenza  appeared  in  epidemic  form  at  the 
end  of  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  but,  fortunately,  was  not  of  malignant  type 
nor  generally  accompanied  by  serious  complications.  To  assist  the  hard  pressed 
civil  medical  practitioners,  the  Ministry  of  Health  arranged  vALth  the  Tfar  DeparJ~ 
ments  for  the  seconding  of  Service  Medical  Officers  to  help  in  civilian  practice 
By  this  means,  most  valuable  aid  was  rendered  at  a critical  period. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  and  in  the  death 
rate  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Measles 
continued  with  increasing  prevalence  fran  the  previous  year,  and  Whooping  Gough 
also  continued  but  with  a slight  diminution  in  the  number  of  cases.  Hospital 
facilities  were  available  for  all  cases  of  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough  where  there 
were  chest  complications  or  any  likelihood  of  danger  to  life  or  of  permanent 
damage. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  van  continued  to  do  good  work . The  number  of 
children  who  received  a full  course  of  immunising  injections  at  the  van  or 
elsewhere  totalled  3,  £>75,  slightly  exceeding  the  number  for  the  previous  year. 

The  new  Maternity  Hospital  opened  as  an  evacuation  measure  at  Stouthall, 
Gower,  worked  at  high  pressure  throughout  the  year  - 508  cases  passing  through 
its  22  beds.  That  with  such  an  intensive  bed  occupation  there  was  no  serious 
outbreak  of  infection  is  to  the  credit  of  the  staffc  One  cannot,  however, 
view  the  intensive  use  of  such  meagre  provision  with  equanimity.  There  was 
one  maternal  death,  that  of  a patient  confined  at  home  but  admitted  after 
confinement  for  eclampsia. 

On  pages  27  and  28  will  be  found  statistics  supplied  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  Dr.  Duncan  Davies,  showing  the  amount  of  work  done  at  the 
Morriston  E.M.S.  Hospital.  This  Hospital,  which  is  administered  by  the 
Corporation  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  has  a bed  capacity  of  about 
400,  and  the  600  bed  provision  is  a war-time  measure  obtained  by  diminished 
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^spacing  of  beds.  Despite  the  allocation  of  some  wards  for  the  use  of  long 
term  patients  from  the  TTelsh  National  Memorial  Association,  it  will  be 
observed  that  a large  volume  of  work  was  accomplished  in  the  Hospital’s 
first  complete  year.  Relief  was  thus  afforded  to  the  Swansea  General 
Hospital  waiting  list  and,  in  this  and  other  ways,  the  rather  disquieting 
position  in  Swansea  with  regard  to  lack  of  Hospital  beds  appreciably 
eased. 

I have  here  to  reiterate  what  has  been  said  in  previous  reports, 
that  an  adequate  provision  of  Hospital  beds  of  the  proper  quality  is  the 
prime  requisite  of  any  diagnostic  or  curative  Health  Service.  Hith  this  provision 
a general  practitioner  service  could  be  left  to  pursue  its  natural  evolution. 

The  absence  or  inadequacy  of  such  provision  must  result  in  continuous 
dissatisfaction  for  both  patient  and  doctor. 

The  work  of  the  Disinfesting  Section  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  Department 
showed  an  increase  again  this  year  in  house  and  ship  fumigation  to  a total  of  35^- 
houses  and  63  ships.  To  speed  up  the  work  there  will  be  needed  - sufficient 
houses  or  hostels  to  house  those  displaced  from  their  homes  for  2A  hours,  and 
a fumigation  chamber  for  vans  and  small  articles.  It  is  possible  that  the  new 
D.D.T.  Powder,  the  use  of  which  is  at  present  confined  to  the  Services,  may 
prove  a valuable  addition  to  the  disinfestor ’ s armamintarium  and  further 
simplify  his  task. 

The  combating  of  pests  is  most  interesting  work  still  in  the  early  stages 
of  development.  It  can  be  said,  however , that  by  a combination  of  ship 
fumigation  and  house  fumigation  it  is  now  possible  to  eradicate  the  bed-bug.- 
Of  course,  like  disease,  infestation  can  always  be  re-introduced  from  without 
and  to  prevent  such  re-infestation  will  entail  continual  v/ork  and  vigilance. 

But  we  must  remember  that  life  is  not  static  and  that  we  cannot  complain 
of  continual  labour  if  the  object  of  the  labour  - in  this  case  the  banishment 
of  infestation  p continues  to  be  achieved.- 

I thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  consideration  and  help,  the 
various  Bepartments  of  the  Corporation  for  their  co-operation,  and  the  members 
of  the  Health  Department  staff  for  their  assistance  and  support  throughout 
the  year.

cockroach.

Of  the  316  samples  of  milk  taken  ordinarily  by  the  Sampling  Officers, 

16  or  3»0  per  cent  were  adulterated  or  of  unsatisfactory  composition.  Seven 
samples  were  deficient  in  fat  only  while  nine  contained  added  water.  The 
deficiencies  in  the  case  of  the  samples  which  were  low  in  fat  were  anall  and 
were  not  such  as  to  suggest  that  the  milk  had  been  unlawfully  deprived  of 
fat.  The  proportion  of  added  water  in  five  samples  was  also  snail,  but 
legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  the  following  cases  in  which  the 
adulteration  was  substantial.

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Blancmange  and  Custard  Powders.  - Blancmange  powder  consists  essentially 
t of  prepared  starch,  that  is,  staroh  which  has  Been  freed  from  all  extraneous 
matters  such  as  fat,  proteins  and  fibre.  Colouring,  flavouring  and 
sweetening  substances  may  be  present.  Before  the  war,  the  basis  of 
practically  all  blancmange  powders  was  prepared  maize  starch,  known  in  this 
country  as  "cornflour",  though  sometimes  this  was  mixed  with  a small 
proportion  of  some  other  starch  such  as  arrowroot.  These  prepared  starches 
consist  of  almost  pure  starch  and  they  have  a different  "feel"  and  quality 
frcm  the  flours  from  which  they  are  made.  1/i/hen  properly  cooked  with  milk 
and  sugar,  they  produce  the  smooth  confection  known  as  blancmange. 

Custard  was  originally  a product  of  egg  and  milk.  For  more  than  a 
century,  prepared  starches,  suitably  flavoured  and  coloured  have  been  sold 
as  custard  powder.  Their  use  is  now  recognised  and  approved  and  the 
character  of  the  prepared  custard  is  known  to  every  housewife. 

The  war-time  Starch  Food  powders  (control)  Order  recognises  prepared 
starch  as  the  basic  constituent  of  these  two  articles  and  specifies  the 
various  starches  that  may  be  used.  It  also  requires  these  powders  to  be 
manufactured  under  licence  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  the  terms  of  whioh 
further  regulate  their  composition. 

Sample  C.1A0,  sold  as  "blancmange  powder",  and  samples  C.139,  B.138, 
and  B. 139,  sold  as  "sweetened  custard  powder"  contained  either  very  little 
or  no  prepared  starch  but  consisted  merely  of  dyed  and  flavoured  wheat  flou  r. 
They  had  not  been  manufactured  in  accordance  with  either  the  established 
practice  or  the  requirements  of  the  Starch  Food  Powders  Order,  and  when 
used  in  the  ordinary  way  they  did  not  make  the  article  recognised  as  blano- 
mange  or  custard.  The  custard  powders  contained  a trace  of  saccharin  but  the 
proportion  present  was  so  small  that  the  prepared  "custards"  had  no 
perceptible  sweetness.  The  blancmange  powder  and  one  of  the  custard 
powders  were  heavily  infested  with  Tyroglyphid  mitesc  Prepared  starches, 
however,  are  not  subject  to  such  infestation. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  made  by  housewives  in  respect  of  such 
preparations.  The  opinion  invariably  expressed  was  that  the  article  was 
"nothing  but  flour"  and  this  was  substantially  correct. 

These  powders  were  sold  at  high  prices,  generally  very  much  higher  than 
those  of  well-known  makes  of  the  genuine  articles,  and  purchasers  would  be 
entitled  to  conclude  that  they  were  buying  articles  of  the  highest  quality* 

The  dictum  of  Mr.  Justice  Lush  in  the  appeal  case  of  Annes  v.  Grivell, 

(1915),  3K.B.,  685,  dealt  with  this  matter  of  price  in  relation  to  quality. 

He  said  that  "it  is  perfectly  competent  to  the  justices,  when  a complaint 
is  made  under  s.  6 of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1873,  to  take  into 
consideration  the  price  that  the  purchaser  paid  and  infer  frcm  that  that 
■when  the  cheaper  article  or  the  cheaper  quality  of  that  article  was  given 
to  him,  but  he  was  paying  the  price  known  to  be  the  price  of  the  higher 
quality,  he  was  getting  something  not  of  the  quality  dananded.  And  equally, 
if  a person  is  purchasing  a mixture  of  two  articles,  if  the  price  that  he 
pays  clearly  indicates  that  he  is  demanding  a mixture  containing  at  least, 
say  50  per  cent  of  the  better  article,  and  in  fact  he  receives  something 
which  only  contains  5 per  cent  of  it,  I think  it  is  perfectly  competent  for 
the  magistrates  to  say  that  he  is  getting  something  delivered  to  him  not  of 
the  quality  demanded*" 
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Custard  powder  C»138  was  labelled  "fully  sweetened,  requires  no  sugar". 
It  was  prepared  with  cornflour  and  contained  18  per  cent  of  came  su£p.r.  A 
pint  of  custard  made  as  directed  from  1^  ozs.  of  the  powder  would  oontain 
less  than  1/3  oz.  of  sugar.  A practical  test  showed  that  this  amount  of 
sugar  imparted  scarcely  any  sweetness  to  the  custard,  and  it  was  considered 
that  this  quantity  of  sugar  was  insufficient  to  justify  the  description 
used. 

Custard  powder  substitute  C.1A5  was  described  as  sweetened.  It 
contained  only  0.02  per  cent  of  saccharin  - a proportion  insufficient  to 
impart  any  perceptible  sweetness  to  the  prepared  custard  substitute. 

Gelatine.  - One  of  two  samples  of  gelatine  proved  to  be  most  unsatis- 
factory.  Although  described  as  "Pure  Edible  Gelatine"  it  contained  zinc 
equivalent  to  1,600  parts  of  metallic  zinc  per  million  or  0.7  per  cent  of 
crystallised  zinc  sulphate,  and  arsenic  equivalent  to  A parts  of  arsenious 
oxide  per  million. 

Edible  gelatine  should  not  contain  any  zinc  salt  and  not  more  arsenic 
than  the  equivalent  of  2 parts  of  arsenious  oxide  per  million.  It  should 
not  have  more  than  a slight  odour,  and  a 5 per  cent  solution  in  water  should 
set  to  a clear  jelly.  The  sample  had  a strong  glue-like  odour  and  on  treat- 
ment with  hot  water  the  smell  7/as  putrid.  An  8 to  10  per  cent  solution  of 
the  sample  was  required  to  make  a jelly  which  would  remain  set  at  the 
ordinary  temperature,  and  the  product  had  a muddy  brown  appearance  which  was 
most  unappetising. 

This  sample,  therefore,  did  not  comply  with  any  of  the  requiranents 
for  am  edible  gelatine,  and  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  it  consisted  of 
commercial  glue  or  size  and  v/as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Glue  and 
gelatine  are  obtained  by  "boiling"  animal  tissues  such  as  hides,  cartilage 
and  bones  with  water,  the  difference  between  the  two  products  being  one  of 
purity.  Glue  and  size  are  low-grade  products  and  they  frequently  contain 
zinc  sulphate  which  is  introduced  in  the  course  of  manufacture  to  arrest 
putrefaction,  whereas  edible  gelatine  should  be  prepared  from  selected 
raw  materials  under  conditions  of  extrane  oleanliness.  The  addition  of 
zinc  sulphate  or  other  zinc  salt  to  an  article  of  food  is  prohibited  by 
the  Public  Health  (preservatives,  etc.,  in  Pood)  Regulations. 

Mustard.  - The  product  which  the  public  expects  to  receive  in  response 
to  a request  for  'mustard'  contains  both  black  (also  known  as  ' brown'  ) 
and  white  mustard  flours.  While  seme  'mustard'  consists  entirely  of 
mustard  flour,  most  of  that  sold  for  use  as  a condiment  contains  a 
proportion  of  flour  which  is  added  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the 
product  becoming  lumpy  during  storage  and  for  ensuring  miscibility  with 
water  to  form  a anooth  paste. 

Neither  black  nor  white  mustard  flour  alone  would  be  acceptable  to 
the  ordinary  purchaser  of  'mustard' . Both  varieties  make  essential 
contributions  to  the  flavour  of  the  condiment,  but  thepuigency  of  table 
mustard  is  due  almost  entirely  to  the  volatile  oil  yielded  by  the  black 
variety  when  it  is  orushed  with  water.  The  most  favoured  product  contains 
about  AO  to  50  per  cent  of  black  mustard  flour  and  yields  aberut  0.8  per 
cent  of  volatile  oil. 
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Sample  C.14  which  was  the  subject  of  a complaint,  consisted  of  coarsely 
ground  white  mustard  flour  with  only  traces  of  black  mustard.  When  mixed 
with  water  it  did  not  develop  the  characteristic  pungent  flavour  required 
by  the  product  for  table  use.  Although  this  article  was  genuine  mustard  and 
was  suitable  for  use  in  ithe  making  of  pickles,  it  was  not  what  the  purchaser 
required  and  had  expected  to  receive. 

Under  powers  granted  by  the  Defence  (Sale  of  pood)  Regalations,  1943, 
the  Minister  of  pood  has  now  made  an  Order  prescribing  a standard  for 
articles  sold  under  the  description  mustard,  compound  mustard  or  mustard 
condiment  which  will  ensure  that  the  public  when  purchasing  'mustard*  will 
reoeive  a product  containing  an  adequate  proportion  of  both  black  and  white 
mustard. 

Administrative  Action. 

The  total  of  the  fines  and  costs  Imposed  in  those  cases  where  prosecut- 
ions followed  amounted  to  £644.  1.  Od.  In  those  cases  where  it  appeared  that 
the  responsibility  for  the  alleged  offence  was  due  to  the  act  or  default  of 
sane  previous  vendor  or  distributor,  the  vendors  were  informed  of  the  defenoe 
available  to  them  under  Section  83  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Throug  h 
the  use  of  this  section  of  the  Act,  the  blancmange  and  custard  powders  and 
the  gelatine  -were  traced  back  to  the  persons  responsible  for  making  or  the 
marketing  of  these  articles,  and  heavy  penalties  were  imposed. 

The  remainder  of  the  stocks  of  those  articles  which  were  infested  with 
mites  and  of  the  custard  powder  which  contained  the  Mediterranean  Flour 
Moth  were  surrendered  for  destruction. 

The  vendor  of  the  sausages  which  were  deficient  in  meat  was  cautioned. 

Miscellaneous  Samples. 


The  samples  of  rag  flock  complied  with  the  standard  of  cleanliness  lai  d 
down  in  the  Rag  Flook  Regulations. 

Eleven  samples  of  food  were  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  connection  with  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning.  There  was  no  evidence 
that  this  was  due  to  metallic  poisoning,  for  such  traces  of  metal  as  were 
found  in  the  various  articles  were  of  no  significance  in  this  connection.

Three  samples  of  cake  and  one  of  buns  were  submitted  for  analysis  by 
the  Divisional  Enforcement  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood.  Legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  by  the  Pood  Control  Committee  in  respect  of 
three  of  these  samples  for  offences  against  the  Cake  and  Confectionery  Order 
and  penalties  were  imposed  on  the  retailers  concerned.
